Government Olftoials and 
Eieotions. 

During tlie lato elections it was :i 
mattor of very goucral remark that tbo 
moHt noisy luid zealous partizans of 
candidates ^vho stood in the Minister 
inl interest were Ciovernment officials. 
Strange as the statement may appear 
it is nevertheless true tlmt with one 
or two exceptions the Govorninent 
agents were active and open advociites 
of the Qoverament policy and candi- 
dates. In every case tho roiid-bossos 
noted as canvassers amongst their men 
in behalf of the Government favo r- 
ites. Of one surveying party it wus 
said that every member of it was an 
active canvassing agent for the (lov- 
ernmeut amongst the farmers. Tlio 
most vehement touter the Government 
had in Lake 'was a constable, a class 
specially interdicted by law from in- 
terfering and voting in elections, let 
this man did both, and interrupted 
Opposition speakers at the Hustings, 
where he was detailed to maiutam 
order, into tho bargain. In South 
Ciiwicliau tliC paid agent was paiticu 
lurly active in sujiport of iiis jialrous 
and oirered hiniseli' as a candidate 
with tlio approval of the (iovernment. 
In North Cowichan a gentleniau who 
had been agent for tho Uovernnieut 
for many years — and an honest and 
efficient one, too — wns relieved of a 
portion of his duties and tho eiuolu- 
ments attacheii thereto liecauso ho 
felt that ho could not conscientiously 
take au active })art in the election, ami 
another agent who luul no such scru- 
ples was appointed Keturniug Oilicer. 
In tho Upper Country many Govcrumeut 
agents wei'C undisguised in suj.iport of 
Goverumcut candidates. One of the 
honorable exceptions to tho rule (Mr. 
Smith of Lil'coet) was discharged af- 
ter the elections were over, lie was 
too independent to suit tho ^rlinistry. 
In "i'ale the 8ui)erintc-:id('nL of tlic 
Boarding School was like tho "lively 
fie i'' in supporting the three candiihites 
who espoused the Government cause. 
He -was secretary at political meetings 
and iu the height of his zeal nominat- 
ed ouo of his favorites. At Cariboo 
the Superintendent of an important 
bridgework was allowed to becume a 
candidate for tho liocal ilouso and to 
canvass tho district, iu company with 
Mr. Walkem and Mr. Pearson, iu oj)- 
position to tho pojnilar candidates — 
his pay continuing meanwhilo. The 
chief wagon-road buss passed the en- 
tire season iu whi(;h ho should have 
been preparing the roads for winter travel 
in electioneering for his brother who 
was a candidate in the Governmeut 
interest, but who, fortunately, was 
beaten by au out-and-out Ki fovnier. 
We might go on and enumcrato liall'-a- 
Bcoro more of llagrant cases of ollicial 
interference, but those already fur- 
nished will suffice for uur present ])ur- 
pose, which is to enter a protest 
against the pernicious system. The 
Provijice has taken tho precaution to 
pass very stringent laws to jjreveut 
electoral bribery and corruption; Imt 
while a state of tilings such as wo have 
sketched is allowed the existence of 
those laws is an anomaly. Just look 
for a moment at the absurdity of the 
Btatutes that bear on this point. A 
candidate or his agent bribes au elec- 
tor with a promise, witii money, au 
urticde of ajujarel, a drink, ur a cigar, 
and if successful the candidate can be 
unseated and mulcted in heavy dam- 
ages; but an o£Scial who owes his ap- 
pointment to a Government, and 
draws a salary from the i)uljlio trea- 
sury, and has, consequently, a very 
strong inilucemeut to work fur can- 
didates favoralilu to tho men who phu'c'd 
him in ollice,l)ccausc ho is paid liy Ihcni, 
miiy go to any lL'iij,'lhs lo iidvp.;ic.; iLu 
election of Lis friends and ocithur he nor 
bis friendfi can be reached. Tho positinn 
of such a man is even more degrading 
than that of the ukim who ucci pls a money 
or (jther consi.lfratiDn Un his vote, and 
all (iovernment i slmuld seoi n to carry mi 
cloctiou with tho iinl oS t!ie vnle.s and in- 
iluenco ol their uaul servants. \Vo lio|)0 
to live to see tho day when no ollicial 
will be allowed to voto at an elcotiou. it 
would bo belter for the onicinl and bet- 
ter for tho country iu; serves it the ni"- j 
nuHit a mull ueee|it.i iiu ulliee nieh i- ;i ( in V | 
GrilUiellt hl^ i.'e:l!.ed to lie ;i ) ii , 1 1 1 ic l :lh iUlil ! 
devdfoil liiiiisolf entirely to tlit! (ii.-.ehar;<e 
of his duties, Ho gruut a revulntion us 
dLsfranehisiug ofliciula need scarcely 
bo hoped for until the example shull 
have been sot by an older country; but 
there is power under th(> roiistitulieu lo 
iH-event Muhor(bnat() ollie'ers mterferin;; 
with the free choice of a jienple hy elliuw- 
infi; indoptindelit voters licna lie,' |miI1s, 
or hello wiii(j' to drown tho \ (jices ot can- 
didates engaged iu exercisiug a constitu- 
tional right on the hustings; and that 
power should booxerted. Oflicials sliould 
bu taught that they iimsl not diiiw inih- 
lie money with one hand luid riuso tho 
other iiiuiil to Htillo a free expression 
of tho publio will. 

The South Arm Meeting. 

Our WeBtminster contemporaries socm 
to regard the South Arm meeting ns a 
groat "sell." It was called at tho insti- 
gation of the Finance Minister. The 
loodl members were invited but refused 
to go. Tho meetiuh' wn.s |irL>:iided over 
by an American hhhIumj vi iy lately from 
TonnesBco, who Hi;;iis himself ■'|)r."(!) 
Wra. Kent, and tho I'inanct^ Alini.'ler'H 
b;other in-law acted «h Siicredirj, Hn far as 
it went tho giithtriiij,' in)iiearsto have poa.*- 
u»seii no political v/eight whutiMer — a 
jBOl whioh we deeply regret, us ouo of 



the roBoIutiona was pointed in the right 
direction. The others were "boih," "bun- 

coiubo," "wind," and were probtbly pass- 
ed to tickle the palnto of tho TennesRee 
"Doctor," who, wo believe, w.'xs a cocos- 
siouist dewn South and seems to have a 
chronic taeto for violent political nos- 
trums, ospociallj when ho is pormittod to 
mix them. The Herald thus jocularly 
refers to tho meeting: 

"Tho public meeting hold at Trenant 
School Ilouso, South Arm, thin tlay week, 
[uissod roBoluliuus declaring that tho ex- 
isting terms (Carnarvon Settlement) are 
'much preferable to those sug^'osted by 
tho Dominion Government,' calling ujjon 
the local Government to stand by the 
Oarnarvon Settlement, and expressing 
the opinion that, if that ngi-eenuMit is not 
strictly carried out, the South Arm would 
prefer to aecodo from tho Dominion." 

The Guardian hits the miserable affair 
oS" in this stylo: 

"•■V. gentleman from tho South Arm, 
Fraser Kiver, tells us that ho was invitiul 
to tho house of the brollier-in-law of the 
I'inauco Minister, as he sujipoiied, to 
meet tlio memhers of tho Provincial Le- 
gislature and bear what they had to pro- 
pose or recommend to tho I'rovincial 
Government in tlio way of appropriating 
a sum of money to \n\t up Ueod-gati^s t(j 
k«ei) the water oil' their land, which now, 
in places, covers it one or two feet, and 
iu other pnrts luiiko ; au attempii at culti- 
vation until tho dry season impossible; 
and also to hear their views on the 
dyke (juostitm. lie found onorrival tho 
company was composed of twonty-ono 
persons, including tho ins])eotors of the 
roads, and the men working on tho Oov- 
ernment roud, as well as soino late resi- 
dents of Esquimalt. No rcpresoutatives 
of tho local House atleiided. Some re- 
solutions were seut from Victoria which, 
of course, were passed. He did not ro- 
member tho purport of them, as they 
were hurriedly rend over; he wna asked if 
he had any remarks to make; ho said un, 
he was a new settlor, but he thought they 
out,'ht to havo put in scnnething about 
the Hood gales, and as they hail not done 
so h« felt himself cold and wont home.

How TO Have Mi;.\ly Potai'oi:s.- It is 
a common thing in Spring to tind st]-onir, 
■watery potatoes on tho tablo unless care 
has been taken to preserve llieni. A jioor 
potato is the poorest articlf oi ion 1 that 
can be had; and as soon as ih. y be^jin to 
surout they will begin to grow p(i(ji- and 
•vatory, the better [lart of thi' rout going 
to the support of sprouts; hence, to have 
mealy, nice pot?.t ics, it is necessary to 
keep them from exhausting Ihenisclvus 
in this way. Au exchange gives the fol- 
lowing method of proveuting the potato 
from sprouting, which wn hope will bo 
tried and approval; Take f;ood, .loniul 
potatoes ami i)laca th(>m in a luli or bar- 
rel and pour lioiling wii'i.r over them, 
letting them rcin.aiu in tin: wiitcr until 
tha syeg aro scalded so they will not 
sprout; dry tho jiotatoes thoroui'hly in 
tbe BUn, and put them in a box or barrel 
inaeool,dry |)lai'e. Tliny will have good 
mealy potatoes all the time.
